Cherebet told UPI he assu- 
ured Assistant Secretary of 
State William Shaufele 
that 
Amin was simply calling the 
Am ericans—estim ated at about 
175 
in 
num ber—together 
to 
resassure them 
“ T h ere 
is no cau se for 
ala rm ,” he said. “ President 
Amin wishes to inform them 
that they would not be bothered 
or harassed He wants them to 
know that he has appreciated 
the work that they have done 
and he wants them to continue. 
“But if they want to leave, 
they can go and they won’t be 
kicked out, either.” 
C arter, who earlier this week 


sharply 
criticized 
Amin, 
is 
reviewing the situation “with 
concern and m onitoring it 
closely,” according to a brief 
W hite 
House anou n cem en t 
today. 
“We are in touch with the 
Federal Republic of Germ any

United States diplom atic inter­ 
ests in Uganda and they have 
assured us they will take all 
possible m easures to protect 
U S.interests,” the White House 
statem ent said.

WASHINGTONVILLE - The 
pipeline which will bring w ater 
to 
the 
“ d ro u g h t-stric k e n ’’ 
village is rather rusty, as resi­ 
dents and workers are dis­ 
covering, but its slow progress 
toward the village is a welcome 
sight to the townspeople, who 
have been without a w ater 
system for 14 days 
Columbiana County Health 
Commissioner William Franks 
cited the condition of the pipe 
when he stressed that it will 
have to be chlorinated. Colum­ 
biana Village M anager Albert 
Wardingley, when questioned 
about the pipe, sup p o rted 
Franks' comments by saying, 
“ Well, to give you an idea of the 
pipe, in 1941 and ’42, I helped 
m ake that pipe! I worked at the 
firm in Chicago which m ade 
it.” 
Wardingley said progress on 
the line is “ moving along really 
w ell.” The project is only a 
little behind schedule because 
the delivery of the pipe was 
delayed in Columbus because of 
heavy rains 
The pipeline is being laid by 
National Guardsm en of 
the 
112th Battalion from an a r ­ 
tesian well on the Riehl farm ,

CHICAGO (U P I) - The deep 
freeze winter of 1977 will leave 
an estim ated $2.8 billipn in 
dam ages to roads and bridges 
in 21 eastern and m idwestern 
sta te s including 
Ohio and 
Kentucky, a highway research 
and information service said 
today. 
The Road Inform ation P ro­ 
gram (TRIP), a Washington- 
based 
private 
agency, 
said 
heavy icing will destroy alm ost 
6,000 miles of road pavement 
and more than 1,600 briges. 
Road rebuilding will cost $1.8 
billion and repair to bridges 
will run another $1 
billion, 
TR IP estim ated. The figures do 
not include the cost of filing the 
55 m illion 
potholes 
w hich 
winter has left or resurfacing 
pavement with m inor damage. 
In addition, the report said, 
the bill for snow removal will 
run $270 million, or 25 per cent 
more than last winter. 
“Frozen rivers in the east 
and Midwest already have put a 
severe strain on structually 
weak bridges,” T R IP said "Ice 
jam s and spring floods will 
dam age bridge supports fur­ 
ther.”

About 200 inm ates 
hurled 
trays and food 
and

guards during the disturbance 
Thursday . Eighteen guards and 
22 inmates w ere treated for 
injuries. 
Joseph Ashley, a spokesman 
for the Ohio D epartm ent of 
Corrections in Columbus, said 
it was not clear as to what 
caused the disturbance. 
“ T h ere 
a re 
conflicting 
reports oh this,” said Ashley. 
"One report is that some in­ 
m ates got into a fight over the 
food and another was that some 
inm ates just began throwing 
trays at the guards. 
“About 200 inm ates got in­ 
volved 
in 
the 
whole 
thing, 
throwing trays and food,” said 
Ashley. 
“There 
were 
some 
windows broken out as a result 
of som e of the stuff being 
thrown around. 
Ashley said between 50and 60 
officers from other sections of 
the prison were called in to 
quell the disturbance. 
“Some chem ical m ace was 
used,” Ashley said. 
“ Not a 
great deal, but som e.” 
He said one guard was ad­ 
mitted to Mansfield General 
H ospital su fferin g from a 
separated shoulder. The others 
were treated and released. 
Two inm ates were taken to 
the prison hospital and the 
others were treated in their 
cells. 
“Within an hour the inmates 
were out of the dining hall and 
back in th e ir c e lls ,” said 
Ashley.

daughter, aged 2 or 3, inside the 
apartm ent, police said 
The 
woman, 
not 
his 
wife, 
was 
believed to be four or five 
months pregnant 
Police Chief Thomas Sardino 
said the hostages, whose names 
were withheld, apparently had 
not been harm ed 
“The suspect has threatened 
to shoot several persons, in­ 
cluding his wife and a few 
others,” Sardino added. Cot­ 
ton’s wife, who did not live in 
the building, was under police 
protection 
P o lice, o p eratin g from a 
com m and post trailer parked 
outside the building 
w ere 
negotiating with the suspect for 
release of the hostages 
The police chief described 
Cotton as "a very serious, m 
telligent individual ” He said 
negotiations would last “as long 
as they are necessary.”

Sen. Glenn Refrains 
From Placing Blame 
In Gas Shortage

W ASHINGTON - Unlike his 
newly elected junior colleague. 
Sen. John Glenn. D-Ohio, is re­ 
fraining from assigning blame 
for this winter’s natural gas 
shortage 
Sen 
Howard Metzenbaum. 
D-Ohio, has been in the fore­ 
front of critics blaming natural 
gas producers with having 
withheld 
gas in 
hopes of 
reaping bigger profits. 
In 
recent 
weeks 
the 
freshman 
Senator gained support for his 
argument when the Interior 
Departm ent 
released 
a 
preliminary study in which it 
said Gulf Coast gas reserves 
have not been produced at full 
capacity. 
“ Most of my efforts have 
been concentrated on just 
trying to get enough gas to get 
us through the emergency 
we’ve been in in Ohio and I ’ve 
felt that there was time later to 
decide fault," Glenn said in an 
interview this week 
“ If a man’s on the floor with a 
heart attack you take what ac­ 
tion you can to keep him alive 
nght then and you worry about 
whether 
he 
had 
a 
10-year 
physical 
fitness 
program 
later," he said 
‘There is plenty of blame as 
to why this thing occurred to go 
around for everybody,” Glenn 
said 
"Interior, which appears at 
the moment to be the big in­ 
vestigative body, has not in the 
past pushed for production in 
the outer continental shelf or on 
federal lands 
"And of course we still have 
yet to determine whether the 
gas companies 
themselves 
have jacked up prices hy with­ 
holding,“ Glenn said Hb'noted: *' 
however, that gas companies 


have "many considerations" to 
think about in using reserves 
w hich may be committed under 
long-term contracts 
Glenn declines to say whether 
he will back gas price decontrol 
or whether he will support 
senators like Metzenbaum who 
want greater control over the 
natural gas industry. 
But he did say he will support 
efforts to put gas pricing on an 
equal footing in consumer 
states like Ohio and producer 
states like Texas 
Federally 
regulated gas piped to Ohio is 
priced at $1 44 per thousand 
cubic feet compared to unregu­ 
lated intrastate gas which sells 
for about $2.20

‘The present tempting wages 
paid to unskilled labor is a 
great inducement to lure boys 
from school when about the age 
to enter the graduating class. 
Boys are now earning $2.10 a 
day who ought to be going to 
school, yet this is sometimes a 
debatable question in the minds 
of parents who need the ear­ 
nings of their children. 
Washingtonville is passing 
through 
an 
era 
of 
un­ 
precedented 
prosperity. 
Nobody is out of a job but, on 
the contrary, the operators are 
seeking men to labor for them 
at remunerative wages. This 
being the case, those who are 
earning from $2.10 to $3.00 per 
day more than the average 
doctor, lawyer, teacher or 
minister, should look ahead to 
the cold days for this high rate 
of speed can not always con­ 
tinue. 
‘The miners at the J.D. 
Smith bank came out Tuesday 
noon on their regular monthly 
strike for another increase. 
‘There is coal in plenty about 
here but seemingly local people 
have been having trouble in 
securing all they want.” 
The disasters that could 
befall the coal miner were 
many, the origin usually being 
of a freakish nature. These 
calamities were of greatest 
concern for all the village for no 
one could be certain when such 
an accident could happen to one 
of their own family members 
“A fearful explosion occurred 
in the big Walnut Coal Mine last 
Saturday forenoon when two 
dozen more or less were in­ 


jured, yet made miraculous 
escapes with their lives. This is 
also called the Rattlesnake 
Mine. It appears that the men 
intended to take a half holiday 
on account of a football game in 
the afternoon and so fired their 
shots in time to get to town on 
the noon run of the Salem 
Railroad which conveys the 
miners to and from their work. 
When the several shots had 
been touched off it appears that 
the smoke 
had generated 
sufficient gas to ignite the coal 
dust that was put in motion at 
the several entries and the 
flames soon spread until its 
force sought vent by way of the 
slope. The explosion traveled 
with such velocity and force as 
to carry strong men up the 
slope onto the tipple like straws 
before a 
hurricane. When 
brought in contact with the 
fresh air outside they collapsed 
and became unconscious for a 
short time until the reaction set 
in. 
Pow der 
cans, 
dinner 
buckets, bank 
lam ps 
and 
everything 
m ovable 
cam e 
flying through the air toward 
the entrance. The noon train 
brought the injured to town 
‘‘The coal tipple at the 
Millville mines was entirely 
consumed by fire last Thursday 
night entailing a loss of at least 
$2,000. Two flat loads of coal 
and six barrels of oil was also 
consumed and a keg of powder 
was exploded. The fire is of 
doubtful origin and was first 
discovered about midnight 
although the night engineer was 
in the engine room about 30 feet 
away and some 50 feet below 
where the fire originated. Dolly 
came down early in the mor­ 


ning and cleared the track of 
burning debris and workmen 
were soon ready to replace the 
hoisting derek so that the run of 
mine can be shipped until a new 
tipple and scales can be 
provided which will be in about 
six weeks.” 
“ Danny 
W ashington,

injury while firing a shot in the 
National Mine Monday.” 
Mr. Herold was first with 
news which would benefit the 
miners in their struggle for a 
livelihood. He quoted prices 
and 
told where 
the 
best 
bargains could be found but 
alw ays he encouraged the 
people to spend their money 
right in Washingtonville where 
they would all profit from a 
prosperous economy. He gently 
scolaed them for not spending 
their earnings at home when he 
said: 
“There 
is 
probably 
not 
another town in Ohio of the 
sam e population that buys 
more 
goods 
of 
Chicago 
department stores, takes more 
Buffalo soap orders, sends 
away more tobacco tags and 
coffee w rappers than does 
W ashingtonville 
and 
not 
another place where more 
people walk, drive and go on 
trains to other towns to buy 
their goods 
that 
might be 
purchased here. On a rough 
estimate we have 250 miners 
with an average semi-monthly 
pay of $20 00 each which equals 
$10,000 a month and a great per 
cent of this large amount of 
cash goes to other merchants 
who pay none of our taxes and 
are not interested in building up 
local industries. Compare this 


town with the towns getting our 
money and further comment 
would seem unnecessary.” 
“The W ashingtonville Co­ 
operative Society have com­ 
pleted their regular quarterly 
invoice of stock and 
have 
declared a dividend of 10 per 
cent. All persons interested will 
please call at the cooperative 
store next Monday evening and 
get their “divvy” . This applies 
to stockholders as well as 
purchasers.”

Market in 1902 read as follows:

CB Safety Network 


The citizens band radio boom which began 
three years ago with a truck driver protest strike 
which affected the Salem area, has spawned a 
cooperative citizens law enforcement network 
which now promotes highway safety in 30 states 
The network is used constantly in Columbiana 
County, according to authorities. 
In 1974, truck drivers were using their CB 
radios to warn each other of “sm okey’s ” where­ 
abouts during their protest against the new 55 
mph speed limit and rising cost and scarcity of 
fuel stemm ing from the Arab oil embargo. 
Today, truckers are seeking out the police on 
their CB radios to share observations about road 
hazards and speeding violators. Police are 
thanking truck drivers for their help. 
It was nearly 30 years ago that the Federal 
C om m unications C om m ission approved a 
Citizens Band radio network. 


When the CB boom began in 1974, applications 
for FCC licenses began mounting In 1975, the 
FCC was receiving 50,000 requests each month 
for new CB licenses 
By early 1976 requests 
totaled nearly 550,000 a month. 
“ It took 16 years to get the first million CB 
licenses, eight months for the second million and 
only three months for the third million,” one 
FCC official said 


POLICE 
DEPARTMENTS in 
the 
United 
States and Canada favor CB radios, even though 
they realize they are “sitting ducks” for reports 
on their whereabouts. 
.As one trooper said, “Every tim e I hear a 
report about where I am , I feel like I’m taking a 
show er in public.” 
Col. 
Sam 
Smith, 
superintendent 
of 
the 
Missouri Highway Patrol, said his state’s CB 
radio law enforcem ent network has surpassed 
all expectations. 
The two-year-old program records nearly 6,000 
calls a month. One-fifth of all accidents in­ 
vestigated by the Missouri Highway Patrol are 
first reported over a CB radio. 
Smith said he isn't bothered when smokey 
reports are boradcast over CB radio. In most 
cases, if a CBer asks the location of a patrol car, 
the information will be given. 
“Even though one CBer tells another the 
location of a sm okey,” Smith said, “the chances 
are very good that he will call that sam e smokey 


in a few minutes if he should spot a speeding 
driver or an accident down the highway. In this 
respect, the good far outweighs the bad.” 
He atributes the success of the program 
largely to the numbers of calls received from 
truckers 
The Mississippi Highway Patrol credits CBs 
with a five per cent reduction in traffic accidents 
on state highways in 1975 
Bill Massey, the patrol’s communications 
director, reports nearly 7,000 calls are received 
each year, “and in no instance has there been a 
false alarm , nor has there been any calls 
designed to harass or cause trouble to the 
police.” 
The Ohio Highway Patrol encourages truck 
drivers with CB radios to report suspicious 
persons lurking on overpasses in hopes of 
preventing accidents caused when objects are 
thrown down at on-coming vehicles. 
MOST TRUCK DRIVERS own their own CB 
radios and use them frequently. “ It’s my friend 
and constant companion,” said one driver. In an 
emergency, “it’s nice to know someone is out 
there listening for my call of help. When I need 
accurate road condition reports I can get them. I 
can talk to friends on the road and keep from 
getting lonely or tired CBs pretty well fill me in 
on w hat’s going on on the highway. 
Others complain that the frivolous use of CBs by 
non-professionals has hindered them in making 
emergency calls. At peak times and in crowded 
areas, the CB airw aves are too crowded to 
handle all the traffic. 
Even the recent expansion from 23 to 40 
channels is not expected to alleviate the 
problem. And CBs often interfere with television 
and radio reception. 
Nonetheless, nearly 40 million em ergency and 
assistance requests via CBs were handled by law 
enforcement and safety officials across the 
country last year.

Conk out in New York. Most of 
the eastern half of the nation is 
still in the grips of a dense cloud 
cover, which has caused severe 
shortages of sunshine in many 
areas. 


“ Industrial areas are cutting 
back on the use of solar energy 
and some plants may be forced 
to shut down entirely. Homes 
that depend on solar heating 
a re being given priority on the 


dwindling supplies of sunlight

peacetim e its budget is trim ­ 
m ed, its vessels and aircraft 
age, its officers and enlisted 
m en fight to retain a sem blance 
o f morale. 
What does the Coast Guard 
do? A transatlantic pilot will 
tell you that it stations lonely 
pickets across the restless sea, 
w arm welcome voices on the 
airw aves assuring aircraft that 
they are on course a t proper 
speed, ready to race to the res­ 
cue in case of ditching 
The C.G. also runs six-bitters 
out of coastal ports 
These 
shepherd fishing vessels which 
a re lost, sling a tow line to crip­ 
pled pleasure boats and hunt 
for the missing. The larger 
boats patrol icebergs in the 
north, warning liners of their 
positions in the sea. They also 
m ake w eather reports from all 
over the world 
N ext m onth, 
the 
U nited 
S tates will broaden its coastal 
w aters from a 12-mile limit to 
200. This will add 2 million 
sq u are miles of ocean to patrol. 
It will be done by cutters and 
planes. 
Two Criteria 
No foreign vessel m ay fish 
w ith in 
the 
new 
boundary 
w ithout a perm it. And none will 
be granted unless two criteria 
a re m et: ( l ) a U.S. observer 
m u st be taken aboard; (2) the 
foreign vessel m ust fish only for 
h a k e , squid, m ac k ere l and 
herring.

On a more ominous note, the 
Coast Guard is the watchdog 
over oil tankers and spills. So 
far, the C.G has not prevented 
spills. Last year, around the 
world, there were 604 of them. 
One tanker disappeared off 
Newfoundland Fifteen were in­ 
volved in collisions. Fifty had 
fires; 164 others ran aground. 
The Argo M erchant, which ran 
up on rocks off N antucket, was 
a lucky accident. In spite of 
forebodings by TV anchorm en, 
the spill moved out to sea. 
Secretary of Transportation 
Brock Adams has issued an 
order that all vessels of 1,600 
tons or more which encroach on 
the new 200-mile limit must 
report to the Coast Guard if 
they do not have Loran C 
aboard. This instrum ent will 
cross fix a ship to its exact 
position within two city blocks 
If the vessel does not have the 
n avigational eq u ip m en t, the 
n e are st Coast G uard 
port 
captain can order the ship away 
from U.S. territorial waters. 
Very few tanker owners are 


going to risk being ordered 
back to sea with a 
paying 
cargo 
Oversized Risks 
The risk in tankers is in­ 
creasing. The Japanese dis­ 
covered, 10 years ago, that 
larger ships can haul oil from 
Saudi 
A rabia 
to the 
U.S. 
without prohibitive increases in 
cost Their latest vessel, the 
Globtik Tokyo, is 476.292 dead­ 
weight tons 
Some of the “Very Large 
T ankers” are so autom ated 
that they carry a crew of 35 
men. The hulls, however, have 
the sam e weakness. They are 
gigantic bathtubs of flexing 
steel. Empty, the hull bends 
inward Loaded, it bulges. The 
c o n stan t 
m otion, 
called 
“ hogging,” weakens the stru c­ 
ture. 
C oast G uard p lan es and 
cutters will have to m onitor 
' 


every tanker inbound and out­ 
bound. A couple of years ago, I 
met a Coast Guard adm iral at a 
Minneapolis party. I had a 
suggestion which n 
plify the work. 
Why 
not place autom atic 
cam eras in the noses of the 
patrol aircraft? They could 
snap shots of the stern of each 
ship coming 
into 
American 
w aters The cam era could auto­ 
m atically note the nam e, home 
port, flag, latitude and longi­ 
tude, course and speed. It was 
done by Navy patrol planes out 
of Bermuda in World War II. 
Thus, if a spill occurs — even 
a pumping of oil bilges — it 
would be easy to consult a chart 
and pinpoint the offending 
vessel The adm iral grinned. 
“Good idea,” he said “But let’s 
face it, we re lucky to have the 
old planes without asking for 
autom atic cam eras ” 
It’s time Congress rem em ­ 
bered the forgotten service ...

Lifetim e Job Guarantee-Dangerous 


WASHINGTON - Some 10 
years ago, “Abe” Abel, whom 
newspeople love to describe as 
“68 years of age” as though it 
were a crim e for a labor leader 
to live that long, had a dream . 
Abel, president of the m am ­ 
moth United Steelworkers of 
America, dream t of lifetime job 
guarantees for his followers, 
and of portal-to-portal pay from 
the moment the workers left 
their homes to the time he or 
she got to the mill and then re ­ 
turned to their doorsteps. 
And of “a 
comprehensive 
solution to all problems a f­ 
fecting the worker, his family, 
his community when techno­ 
logical progress threatens to 
disrupt 
existing, 
established 
patterns of living.” 
This past Monday at the 1977 
steel contract "soundoff,” Abel 
put some of his dream s on the 
table. 
Abel talked of the lifetime job 
security program . This would 
be a version of the Japanese in­ 
dustrial paternalism . 
If Abel and his successor 
Lloyd McBride push the re ­ 
tiring president’s dream to ful­ 
fillment, they’re inviting the 
American 
steel 
industry 
to 
commit hara kari. 
IN EFFECT, the lifetime job 
security plan would call for 
once hired, never fired. Once 
signed on, never laid off. And at 
an escalating rate beginning 
with about 
$15,000 a 
year. 
Replete 
with 
everything 
— 
medical, dental and life insur­ 
ance, the whole thing. 
Already the 340,000 employes 
of the basic steel industry have 
a labor cost second only to the 
coaldiggers (by a few pennies) 
and to specialized construction 
trades craftsm en. 
Already it costs the steel in­ 
dustry $96.32 per worker for an 
eight-hour day. 
The 
steelw o rk ers 
who 
scream ed during their recent 
internal union election 
that 
Abel 
and 
M cB ride 
w ere 
paunchy and 
c o n serv ativ e 
because they're in their 60s, 
cried all the way to the bank 
During the past decade, the 
Abel 
“ e sta b lish m e n t” 
in­ 
creased the basic steelw orkers’ 
hourly earnings by 120 per cent. 
And in the past five years by 
65.8 per cent 
The cost of American steel is 
rocketing. So steel users buy 
abroad In 1976, for exam ple, 
American buyers imported 14 2 
million tons of foreign steel. 
This is an increase of alm ost 19 
per cent over 1975 And this was 
equal to 14.1 per cent of the 
entire steel supply in the U.S. 
last year. 
IN SOME sections, such as 
the West and Gulf coasts, for­ 
eign imports cut into 40 per cent 
and more of the domestic steel 
m arket in some m ajor product 
lines. 
Okay, so these are statistics 
Dry, you say. But not as dry as 
the stale bread some of those 
la id-off steelworkers now m ust 
eat. 
These statistics mean heart­ 


aches to tens of thousands of 
mill workers. I note that just a 
few years ago, covering the 
steel 
n egotiations 
m eant 
writing of the fate of 450,000. 
Then 400,000, And now 340.000. 
This m eans -that the other 
countries such as Japan, G er­ 
many, Britain and France, etc., 
are exporting their unemploy­ 
ment to us. Their people work 
making steel which is sold in 
the U.S. at a price lower than 
our steelm akers can meet. So 
American employes get laid 
off. 
Further, there are 5,000 regu­ 
lations issued by 27 federal 
agencies — ranging from the 
E n v iro n m en tal 
P ro tectio n 
Agency to the Occupational 
Safety and Health Adm inistra­ 
tion 
— 
w hich 
affect 
the 
American steel industry. 
So what good is Abe Abel’s 
dream of a guaranteed lifetime 
job — once hired, never fired? 
He, his team and his union can’t 
meet the conditions of lifetime 
security for 340,000 basic steel­ 
workers. So they’ll settle for in­ 
creased Supplemental Unem­ 
ployment Benefits (private un­ 
employment 
insurance) 
and 
more time off, such as in the 
auto contract. 
THE INDUSTRY, according 
to steel executives with whom 
I’ve had long conversations, is 
ready to bargain on lifetime job 
guarantees. But is the union? 
Is it ready, as in Japan, to 
give up seniority lists? Give up 
work rule restrictions (which 
som e think of as fe a th e r­ 
bedding)? Will the union yield 
on job classification jurisdic­ 
tion? 


If a worker isn’t making cold 
rolled 
steel 
sheets 
because 
there are no orders, will he or 
she do community work? Or 
clean up another unit? Or help a 
c a rp e n te r, a b rick la y e r of 
actually shift m aterials? 


If a man is shifted from the 
tool shop to the machine or 
from a blast furnace to a basic 
oxygen process operation, or 
from inside a plant to environ­ 
m ental clean-up, will they go? 


Or will they say no, “We ha ve 
seniority — send the others” ? 
And will they dem and the right 
to stay in their shut-down divi­ 
sion. While draw ing lifetime 
pay? Will they sit on their butts 
while drawing $15,000 a year 
when business is slack? 


Abe Abel has a great dream 
for his people, but who will pay 
for it? 
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The Pentagon has, however, 
spent hundreds of thousands of 
dollars 
annually 
to provide 
legislators and their staffs with 
v irtu a lly every im ag in ab le 
amenity and luxury. 
“ We’vealw ays differentiated 
betw een 
lobbying 
and 
educating We’ve never had to 
lobby congressmen. We simply 
respond to them ,” says Army 
Col. Stephen Harrick, an aide to 
the A ssistant S e c re tary of 
Defense for Legislative Affairs. 
P erp e tu atin g 
th at 
h a ir­ 
splitting distinction 
is 
very 
im p o rtan t to the P entagon 
because the crim inal section of 
the U.S. Code sp ecifically 
forbids the use of public funds 
for lobbying Congress. 
Yet the Defense D epartm ent 
has 
provided 
expensive jet 
aircraft and purchased break­ 
fast, 
lunch and dinner 
for 
scores of m em bers of Congress 
and their wives on junkets 
throughout the world. 
Pentagon “escort officers” 
have paid for new sp ap ers, 
m a g a z in e s , 
c i g a r e t t e s , 
medicine, liquor, snacks, rental 
cars, m aps, guidebooks, rides 
in 
horse-drawn carts, 
nuts, 
can d y , gum . stra w b e rrie s, 
m aid service, taxi fares, high­ 
way tolls and countless other 
items for traveling legislators. 
They also have purchased 
tickets for visits to the Eiffel 
Tower, museums, night clubs, 
tennis m atc h es, golf to u r­ 
nam ents 
and 
alm ost 
every 
o th er form of re c re atio n al 
activity. For those who rem ain 


in Washington, 
the Defense 
D epartm ent is host for a con­ 
tinuing round of parties and 
lunches on Capitol Hill. 
ALL ARE BO U G H T with the 
taxpayers’ money, but alw ays 
the facade is m aintained: None 
of those favors and services are 
in any way related to lobbying 
or influencing legislation. 
T hat’s why Sim s’ m emo is 
im portant. In a four-inch-high 
stack of documents released by 
the Air Force, it is the only 
sheet of paper which clearly 
establishes the link between 
m ilitary 
m oney 
and 
congressional pow er. “ V ery 
indiscreet," says H arrick. 
Others believe that the an­ 
swer lies not in improving dis­ 
cretio n but in e stab lish in g 
greater adherence to the letter, 
spirit and intent of the law. 
K enneth 
G uido, 
g en eral 
counsel of Common Cause, is 
preparing to seek either new 
legislation or a court ruling to 
achieve that goal. 
“1 don’t think we should have 
an outright prohibition on the 
use of public funds for lobbying 
C ongress 
by 
g o v ern m en t 
departm ents and agencies. But 
it’s time to halt the Pentagon’s 
joint lobbying with its con­ 
tractors and the entertaining of 
Congressm en,” he says. 
Adds Guido: 
“We 
simply 
want to discourage the pur­ 
chase of influence on Capitol 
Hill and insure that executive 
branch positions are judged in 
Congress exclusively on their 
m erits.”

McPeek, a

not 
compete on the high school level himself but did 
participate in the Collegiate ranks for two years. 
His love for the sport persuaded school officials to 
begin the program and it has since been a great 
success storv. 
In its first season Columbiana recorded a 
mark of 8-6 followed by winning seasons of 9-3, 9- 
2, 11-1 and recently concluded regular season 
with another 11-1 mark 
When asked what he thought the greatest con­ 
tribution was toward his successful program, 
McPeek proudly proclaimed “ I think our greatest 
asset is our overall program that begins in the 
third grade and continues through an athlete’s 
senior year.’’ 
“ Wrestling,” added McPeek, "is not a sport 
that prevails during a few weeks. The kids on our 
club who have been successful worked at it all 
year round by attending summer camps, clinics 
and putting in many hours on their own in order to 
become a bonifide winner.” 
"It takes a special kind of kid to come out for 
the Wrestling team, said McPeek, and I think Ron 


Kissel is a perfect example "This young man had 
received high praise on the football field this 
year He came out for wrestling for the first time 
and has had to take his lumps in the first few' 
weeks in front of his own peers. That takes a lot ol 
courage.” 
Kissel, a junior heavyweight, may have lost in 
his first few outings, but since he has recorded 
eight consecutive wins. 
McPeek feels that each year his program has 
bettered itself. "Maybe not in number of boys 
coming out,” McPeek added, “ But the quality of 
athletes we now get has greatly improved 
Regarding his teams chances of advancing 
several grapplers into District competition.

Low blood sugar 
may mislead

DEAR DR LAMB - I have 
low blood sugar My doctor 
tells me not to eat anything 
with sugar in it — including 
fresh fruit Also to watch my 
starch intake. 
I would think eating sweets 
would bring the blood sugar 
level up Would you please ex­ 
plain this9 
DEAR R E A D E R - In 
general I do not think the 
diagnosis of low blood sugar 
(hypoglycemia) 
is justified 
unless one can dem onstrate 
the blood glucose level is ac­ 
tually low at the time symp­ 
toms of hypoglycemia occur 
Symptoms by them selves can 
be anything including anxiety 
and many normal people have 
low blood glucose levels with 
no symptoms — or disorder — 
at all. 
If 
y o u 
r e a l l y 
h a v e 
hypoglycemia it is im portant 
to 
f i n d 
o u t 
w h y . 
Hypoglycemia is a finding, not 
a diagnosis. It can be caused 
by a tum or of the islets of 
Langerhans in the pancreas or 
many other diseases. 
In some people it seem s to 
be triggered by a high level of 
glucose in the intestine, just 
outside the stomach where 
m ost of the absorption of food 
takes place. Drinking sweets 
that empty im m ediately into 
the sm all intestine is one way 
to induce this response in 
over-reactive 
people. 
Any 
concentrated sw eets — or 
starches which are broken 
down into glucose — m ay do 
this. Note here that starch is 
just a combination of glucose 
molecules and when they are 
broken down they are really 
glucose sugar. 
Also note that w hether the 
food is rapidly em ptied by the 
stom ach or not is im portant. 
Here is where many people 
slip up on food recom m en­ 
d a t i o n s . 
A n u m b e r of 
vegetables and bulky fruits — 
raw, unsweetened — can be 
eaten because they are em p­ 
tied slowly, a little at a tim e, 
into the intestine and never

Polly’s P roblem 


DEAR POLLY — I have accumulated a lot of those square 
plastic bags from bread and roll wrappers. I am sure they 
must be good to use for something, and would like to hear 
some of the uses the readers have found for them — MARY 
JO. 
DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with buying turkeys. It 
makes me so mad to buy what is advertised as a whole turkey 
and then get it home and find one whole leg or thigh missing. 
This is false advertising. They fix the turkeys in packages so 
you cannot see the legs. I have had this happen several times 
at the same store. It looks like they remove these aparts and 
sell them separately and make more money off each turkey. 
- MRS. M R. 
DEAR MRS. M.R. — Have you spoken to the store manager 
about this? He may be delighted to know this has happened to 
you and will want to make some adjustment. At least try and 
give him the chance. — POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — In the interest of saving water (an es­ 
pecially important concern at this time) and saving a little on 
the water heating bill, too, I wash the pots and pans, while the 
dishwasher is running. This way the hot water is already there 
and I do not waste water or money heating it another time. — 
RITA. 
DEAR POLLY — Use a marking pen to write a small "d ” or 
"s” in a corner of each of your sheets so you will know at a 
glance which are single and which are double ones. 
To garnish salads, cold meat platters or sandwiches, cut 
small sweet pickles in thin lengthwise slices from the tip 
almost to the end and spread the slices like a fan. 
I polish my children’s shoes with paste floor polish. Its 
neutral color may be used on either light or dark shoes and 
this gives them a good protective coating against water and 
scuffs. 
Place muffins in the top of a double boiler to reheat them or 
just to keep them warm. 
Use hot water instead of cold when sprinkling clothes. It 
penetrates the material more evenly and makes ironing 
quicker and easier. — FRANCES. 
DEAR POLLY — After oiling my sewing machine, I find it 
is a good idea to sew through a blotter. The blotter will absorb 
any surplus oil that might stain the next thing you sew on the 
machine. 
When separating the white from the yolk of an egg and a bit 
of the yolk drops into the white, it can be easily removed with 
a clean wet cloth. The yolk adheres to this. — JEAN.

The Soyuz 24 space capsule 
touched down in a pre-set area 
of Soviet Central Asia, 1,250 
miles southeast of Moscow. 
“The cosmonauts feel fine 
after the landing,” Tass said. 
Earlier, Tass reported unfa­ 
vorable weather in the touch­ 
down area and said recovery 
crews were standing by. But 
the agency gave no hint of a 
difficult landing. 


The landing near Arkalyk, a

Alexander Schmidt, a food 
and drug commissioner, says 
that 90 per cent of the requests 
for disclosure received by his 
department involve “ industrial 
espionage.” 
A n o t h e r 
b u r e a u c r a t i c 
complaint is that the act is 
having a chilling effect on the 
free exchange of advice bet­ 
ween departments. Some of­ 
ficials are afraid that what they 
say or write may, at some 


stage, be made public. Even at 
the 
Justice 
D epartm ent, 
however, there appears to be 
little evidence that this has 
occurred. 
Most of the information is not 
the stuff that television dram as 
or spv novels are made of. An 
individual can, however, get 
data about himself from the 
Federal 
Bureau 
of 
Investigation by filling out the 
necessary forms, getting his 
signature attested by a notary 
public and then waiting, often 
for a long time. 
His file eventually appears 
with the reminder 
that no 
classified information can be 
released which might harm 
“the interest of the national 
defense or foreign policy,” nor 
anything which might reveal 
the identity of informants or 
investigative techniques. 


Flowing 


Much of what is left is chaff, 
but there is an occasional grain. 
Convicts seeking 
to reopen 
their cases have sometimes 
been able to show that wrong 
information led to false convic­ 
tions. The disclosures hate also 
shed new light on the Cold War 
cases 
of Julius and 
Ethel 
Rosenberg, who were convicted 
for passing nuclear secrets to 
the Soviet Union in wartime 
and executed in 1953, and Alger 
Hiss, convicted of perjury in 
connection with espionage.

The rash of disclosures of 
corporate bribes 
and 
other 
illegal payments here and 
abroad has provoked a chorus 
of questions about 
ethics, 
m orality 
and 
the 
modern 
corporate executive 
In fact, 
our entire economic system is 
being scrutinized as never 
before. 
Some people have been quick 
to conclude that the incidence 
of 
corporate 
misconduct 
is 
reason enough for a 
major 
overhaul of the system They 
argue that the process of 
distributing goods and services 
in society, since it inevitably 
involves society's larger goals, 
is too important to be entrusted 
to decision makers in large 
corporations 
Therefore, the contention is 
made 
that big 
corporations 
should be fractionalized into 
sm aller. 
more 
socially 
manageable pieces 
Others 
would go even further 
For 
them, nothing less than the 
removal of the profit motive is 
necessary to minimize the 
occasion of corporate sin So we 
hear renewed calls to put the 
entire 
system 
under 
direct 
government control. 
But neither more government 
control of business nor the 
breakup of big corporations will 
lead automatically to a higher 
standard 
of 
m orality 
in 
business My reason for taking 
this view is more a matter of 
p racticality 
than 
one 
of 
economic idealism 
After all. 
there is no evidence that 
government bureaucrats or the 
proprietors 
of 
sm aller 
businesses are any more or less 
ethical, if you will, than the 
executives of big corporations 
Furtherm ore, 
the 
zeal 
of 
economic reformers should be 
tempered by the fact that our 
economic system works better 
than any other that has been 
devised 
The changes that have taken 
place in the 
business en­ 
vironment can be divided into 
two broad categories The first 
involves the new expectations 
that society has imposed on 
industry The second concerns 
the complexity of the problems 
confronting executives today. 
The 
result 
is 
that 
the 
decision-making process in 
business has become far more 
complicated than it used to be 
What is just as 
important, 
many of yesterday’s executive 
perogatives have been c ir­ 
cumscribed by these changes 
In the past, executives could 
choose to run their businesses 
according to a very narrow 
view of social responsibility or 
to adopt a more enlightened 
approach 
Today s' executive 
,has txv ehpice vn the Thatter 
Society fyas imposed minimum t % 
standards of conduct that all 
businesses must meet as a 
condition of operating in the 
first place 
There is another point to be 


made about how 
executives 
view their responsibilities 
Some people have interrupted 
the recent disclosure of bribes 
and kickbacks as conclusive 
evidence that business morality 
has deteriorated 
T b * 
isn't 
true Again, it is a matter of 
changing 
circu m sta n ce s 
Certain practices that were 
once acceptable are no longer 
considered proper because the 
rules and 
expectations 
of 
society have changed. 
Executives who fail to grasp 
these changes and who continue 
to operate as if nothing has 
happened, will pay the price of 
their misjudgment 
in 
many 
ways 
from the loss of public 
confidence to the inability to 
attract and to keep high-caiiber 
people in their firms. 
The willingness to adapt to 
change is not a 
matter of 
choice. 
In a 
world 
of un­ 
certainties. where change is the 
one thing we can count on, 
businesses 
must 
develop 
strategies to adapt successfully 
to change in both matters of the 
public will and their own 
m arketing 
pursuits. 
It 
is 
management's job to interpret 
the 
demands 
that 
society 
makes 
on 
business, 
then 
reconcile them with its com­ 
pany's goals Its objective is to 
strike a balance between the 
pursuit 
of profit 
and the 
willingness 
to contribute 
to 
society’s larger goals. 
Speaking from experience. I 
can say that 
it 
is entirely 
possible to operate a successful 
business, fulfilling society’s 
requirem ents 
while 
m ain­ 
taining the highest standards of 
morality. 
Corporate 
m orality 
is 
somewhat of a 
misnomer 
Corporations are pieces of 
paper. 
What we really are 
talking about are the people 


w ho give life to a corporation 
the individual men and women. 
The collective anonymity of the 
corporation should not be used 
as a means of allowing in­ 
dividuals to escape their per­ 
sonal responsibilities 
I 
am 
convinced 
that 
corporate 
executives, who are willing to 
accept personal responsibility, 
pursue the goals of the en­ 
terprise. 
and 
serve 
the 
aspirations of the people who 
make it a living entity. will find 
a very high level of satisfaction 
in big business The size of the 
enterprise will 
enhance 
the 
opportunity to make significant 
contributions. 
Here. I w ould add a personal 
note I have never had to make 
a 
decision at any 
level of 
responsibility in business that 
involved 
an 
unbridgeable 
conflict 
between 
market 
considerations and what is fair 
and humane. Indeed, it seems 
to me the way to achieve this 
equilibrium of considerations is 
to do in business w hat one does 
in personal pursuits 
At 
Bendix. 
we 
decided 
sometime ago that we would 
not seek business in a foreign 
country it it were necessary to 
compromise our policies to be 
successful In the first place, 
we don't believe it is necessary 
to change our standards to 
succeed. In addition, w e believe 
our employees 
want 
to be 
associated with a company that 
conducts 
its activities a c­ 
cording to the highest stan­ 
dards. Doing in Rome as the 
Romans do is something we will 
never do if it means com­ 
promising our principles, and I 
can tell you that this policy has 
not hurt us a bit.

code of ethics that w ill deal w ith 
some of the more

thing to do" is not immediately

Just 
defining 
what 
con­ 
stitutes a payoff is not as easy 
as it may appear to be at first 
glance In many countries, for 
legal or cultural reasons, it is 
essential to engage a national 
as a local representative or 
agent The universal custom is 


to pay the agent a commission 
on the basis of the sales that are 
generated 
This raises some 
complicated questions. What if 
the agent uses a portion of the 
tee to bribe someone? Is that 
being done in your name? 
I know how I feel about that 
issue I would treat it as an 
action being taken by an em­ 
ployee and. therefore, forbid it 
But these and other questions 
are issues over which honest 
people can differ For example,

In 
many 
countries, it is a legal and, in 
fact, accepted practice 
The idea of a code of ethics 


for 
professional 
business 
executives is not very different 
in concept from the standards 
of«conduCl that are followed by 
lawyers, 
doctors, 
engineers, 
and other professionals There 
are many questions that have 
arisen as a result of the con­ 
tinuing changes that are taking 
place m the world of com­ 
merce. I certainly don't know 
all the answers. 
Therefore, 1 think it would be 
extremely useful to have a 
panel of my peers who could 
evaluate some of these issues 
impartially and objectively and 
offer guidance to all who are 
affected by the dynamics and 
complexity of change 


What we have been talking 
about is how business can adapt 
to change. The form of the 
organization is not the cause of 
the problems that have come to 
light 
Neither 
is 
the 
profit 
motive, which is a critical part 
of our past success and our 
hope for the future. What has 
changed are the context

the nature of w hat is considered 
proper corporate conduct 
Those who welcome change

Farmland 
Values 
Rise 17% 


WASHINGTON 
<UPI> 
Farm land values increased 17 
per cent nationally last year 
and a new regional record was 
set when average land prices in 
the Corn Belt leaped 33 per 
cent, the Agriculture D epart­ 
ment says. 
Officials said the increase in 
five Corn Belt states — Ohio, 
In d ian a , Illinois, Iow a and 
Missouri — was the largest 
annual hike for any region in 
records going back to 1912. The 
figures covered the year ending 
last Nov. 1. 
Illinois land values rose 41 
per cent to $1,497 an acre. That 
was the largest percentage gain 
forany statean d tied an alltim e 
single state record set in South 
Carolina in 1920, spokesmen 
reported 
The 17 per cent national in­ 
crease 
boosted 
the average 
value of all Am erican farm land 
from $380 an acre to $445 
Values on Nov 1 ranged from 
$76 an acre in New Mexico to 
$2,852 in New Jersey. 
But officials noted that not all 
areas shared in last y e ar’s land 
price gains. No increases at all 
were reported in Mississippi 
and Nevada, and hikes limited 
to 10 per cent or less were 
reported in New York, New 
Jersey, Virginia, North Caroli­ 
na, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida. A labam a, Louisiana, 
Oklahoma, New Mexico, Arizo­ 
na, Utah, Oregon and Califor­ 
nia. 
Spokesmen said local real 
estate experts replying to a 
survey said the dem and for 
land to enlarge farm s was the 
prim e factor in the Corn Belt 
land price boom last year. They 
ad d ed , 
how ever, 
th a t 
the 
presence of coal deposits was a 
factor in som e parts of Illinois, 
Ohio and Indiana. 
In the southeast and Delta 
states, gains were held back by 
the depressed cattle m arket 
and other factors 
including 
uncertainty about the future of 
governm ent support program s 
for peanuts and tobacco, ex­ 
perts said. 
The report showed 11 states 
now 
have average farm land 
values of $1,000 or more an 
acre. Seven are in the urban 
N ortheast where land is in 
heavy dem and for housing and 
other nonagricultural uses, but 
officials noted the other four — 
Iowa, Illinois, Indiana and Ohio 
— are in the Corn Belt where 
agricultural dem and is more 
im p o rtan t 
in se ttin g 
land 
values. 
Com pared to November of 
1973, the report noted land 
values last November w ere up 
119 oer cent in Illinois. Ill Der 


cent in Iowa and KM) per cent in 
Minnesota.

Accomplishments 
But 
Bond 
Defeated

In a year-end summary and 
report published in November 
by 
the 
Salem 
Board 
of 
Education, the state of the 
schools was expressed by then- 
president 
Bryce 
Kendall 
as 
reflecting accomplishment and 
failure. 
Accomplishments of the year 
were many and varied in areas 
of 
physical 
plant 
im ­ 
provements, 
curriculum 
and 
program 
upgrading, 
staff 
development, equipment and 
m a te ria ls , 
m ain ten an ce, 
parent and community in­ 
volvem ent 
and 
student 
achievement and successes. 
Unfortunately, failure came 
with the defeat of two bond 
issues desperately needed to 
continue the program of up­ 
dating 
the 
Salem 
school 
physical plants. 
Students and Teachers 


Enrollment figures for the 
1975 76 school year showed the 
average daily membership of 
the school system to be 3,926 
students, with 311 in kin ­ 
dergarten, 1,608 in grades one 
through six, and 2,007 in grades 
seven through 12. 
Schools in Salem had a total 
certificated staff of 204 full and 
part-time certificated teaching 
personnel, administrative staff 
and special service personnel. 
The 
average 
classroom 
teacher for the year had 10.5 
years experience and received 
an average salary of $10,403 
Figures determined there w£s 
a ratio of 10.63 students per 
teacher, or 5.1 teachers per 100 
students. 
Tw elve 
resource 
people 
worked in the system, including 
guidance counselors, school 
psychologist, 
speech 
and 
hearing therapists, librarians, 
nurse and attendance officers. 
There were 12 personnel 
considered 
in 
the 
ad­ 
ministrative area, including the 
superintendent, seven building

and

assistant 
principal, director of adult and 
v o c a t i o n a l 
e d u c a t i o n , 
elem entary curriculum and 
federal program director and 
the business administrator.

according to board members. 
At a recent meeting of the 
board and some teachers.

DENT. Robert E. Pond will 
mark his 10th year as super­ 
intendent of the Salem City 
School System in October of 
this year. A native of Warren, 
Ind., he began his duties here in 
October 1967. succeeding Victor 
Wood.

cafeteria personnel, an air of 
concern filled the room as they 
discussed the state of Salem’s 
public school financial picture. 
Emphasis has now had to be 
shifted from plans to build and 
repair to ways of increasing 
income just to meet budget 
demands. 
At 
present, 
problems 
are 
abundant. Education in general 
has been under attack in 
national news articles, extra 
expenses and changes 
have 
been 
imposed 
by 
severe 
weather conditions, 
inflation 
has eaten into the educational 
budget 
leaving 
great 
gaps, 
voters are negative about 
granting schools more money 
— w’hether for operating or 
building — and state funding is 
so uncertain as to be almost 
whimisical. 
In addition to these problems 
shared by most school districts, 
Salem schools are further 
burdened with rejection of bond 
issues in three separate tries 
for 
replacement 
of 
two 
deteriorating school buildings 
and im perative repairs to 
Junior High brick facing and 
plumbing. 
At this point, it appears the 
building program will again 
have to be shelved so that an 
operating levy can be placed 
on the ballot in order to meet 
next year’s budget for teacher 
and staff salaries, maintenance 
and educational supplies, and 
equipment replacement. 
In other words, more money 
is needed just to keep schools 
operating and offering a good 
educational 
program . 
The 
exact amount of the levy will be 
determined after final budget 
figures are compiled. 
One of the main points made 
at 
the 
above-mentioned 
meeting, however, was that 
Salem people must share these 
problems and 
meet 
them 
locally as a matter of com­ 
munity pride and strength. 
"The schools are a great 
corporation,” 
said 
board 
member George Baillie Jr., 
"and the public owns it.” The 
general feeling at the session 
was that the schools are ours, 
the children 
are 
ours, 
the 
concerns are ours, therefore 
the solutions must be ours and 
it must be up to us to take care 
of them. 
The board last requested an 
operating levy of 3.9 mills in 
1973 
which 
lifted 
operating 
millage from 24.8 to 28.7 mills. 
Before that schools had not 
asked for an increase since 
1966.

It took their little firm years 
to build up to $1 million in sales.

Faw cett, the blonde m em ber of 
the trio of feminine detective- 
nymphs on “Charlie’s Angels.’’

Corporate Name 
Changes Become 
Major Business

NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
year 1976 saw a record number 
of corporate name changes and 
probably touched rock bottom 
in imaginative nomenclature. 
There were 205 name changes 
among national corporations, 
32 per cent more than in 1975, 
according to Schechter & Luth, 
Inc., a marketing communica­ 
tions firm that makes an annual 
survey of company names. 
The companies are not much 
to be blamed for the lack of 
imagination in seeking new 
titles, Schechter & Luth said. 
It’s the copyright law that is 
responsible. 
? "It is increasingly difficult to 
f 


vise suitable new names that 
e legally available nationally 
in the states in which a 
corporation does business,” the 
firm said. 
. So if a name change is clearly 
ijeeded, the firm may be forced 
fo use a variant of the existing 
flame or at least of a name 
already owned by the company 
or one of its operating units. 
Perhaps, the best choice will be 
one of the company’s existing 
brand names. About 46 per cent 
of the 1976 new names were 
names already in use within the 
corporation. 
Newly coined names, many 
of them acronyms, remained 
fairly popular and it was in 
these that the difficulty in 
coming up with som ething 
appropriate, euphonious — and 
regal — showed most clearly. 
Schechter & Luth reported a 
76 per cent increase in com­ 
panies adopting acronyms as 
hew 
nam es, 
including 
Amcomp, 
C labir, 
Conair, 
f 


ulbro, Domglas, Equifax, 
xarg, Hydco, Ihop, Inco, 


Intersil, Midcon, Nicor, Rotel-

Wylain The meaning of only 
two or three of these is readily 
apparent. 
Although some management 
consultants have been saying 
for several years now that, for 
any company except a real 
giant, an alphabetical name 
change is "the quickest route to 
oblivion,” 13 companies made 
such a change last year. "That 
was a welcome drop of 27 per 
cent from 1975,” Schechter & 
Luth commented. 
Among the newly adopted 
alphabetical names of compa­ 
nies - ABM I, ARP, CBMI, CL, 
EAC, INA, NFS, RSN, UDS and 
TII, among; them — how many 
are recognizable? 
The reasons for the corporate 
name changes remained in 1976 
much the same as in previous 
years. The biggest proportion 
of companies, 38.5 per cent, 
said the previous name hin­ 
dered diversification efforts. 
Others said the old name had 
a restrictive regional connota­ 
tion 


The trend to shorter names 
and to nicknames or trade 
nam es as legal corporate 
names — Citibank for First 
National City Bank and Inco for 
International Nickel for exam­ 
ple — was another important 
reason for change. Bay State 
Corp. of Massachusetts became 
BayBank to indicate the nature 
of its business more precisely. 
For most companies the time 
between the decision to change 
the corporate name and the 
actual change is somewhat 
over six months.

this country has deterioriated 
to a level that makes it almost a 
national scandal. Everyone 
agrees — but the results have 
been just more poor writing. 
King hopes if business real­ 
izes the high price tag for poor 
penmanship, someone finally 
will do something about it. 
He says the illegible scribbles 
in business offices and govern­ 
ment agencies produce billing 
mistakes, unreadable names 
and addresses with consequent 
delivery failure, serious book­ 
keeping errors, indecipherable 
messages and records and a lot 
of returned mail. 
He estimates the direct cost 
in lost sales and claims for 
various defaults at $100 million 
a year. 
‘‘The amount of work that has 
to be redone, sometimes on 
overtime, in business offices 
because 
som eone’s 
hand­ 
written scrawl was illegible 
could run to another $100 
million a year,” he added. 
The pity is that it’s all so 
unnecessary, King says, be­ 
cause there are only two rules 
that need be followed to make 
all handrwriting legible: 
—Slow down and make every 
letter carefully and connect 
your letters properly to make 
words. 
—Keep all your w riting 
slanting in the same direction. 
Following those rules won’t 
make your penmanship elegant 
but it will be readable. 
King said that, contrary to 
what many persons suppose, 
people actually are writing 
more by hand in this age of the 
universal use of the typewriter 
and the keyboard videotube 
than they ever did in the past. 
In the years when fine pen­ 
manship was common, com­ 
paratively few people wrote at 
all and they wrote extensively. 
Now, everyone writes 
with 
pencil or ballpen all day long on 
the job but the writing is filling 
out tickets and form s or 
scribbling short notes. 
Most of it is done so badly, 
King says, that many people 
can’t read their own notes a 
week after they were penned. 
Many people have taken to 
drawing printed letters instead 
of writing script and some 
teachers encourage school chil­ 
dren to do so, King said, “but 
the hand-printed letters also 
are scrawled so rapidly that 
they are nearly as hard to read 
as hastily scrawled script.” 
King said the huge sales of 
pencils and ballpens bear out 
his contention that more per­ 
sons write by hand now than in 
the days before the typewriter. 
He said his association had 
asked many people in many 
offices what they thought of the 
present state of penmanship in 
America. 
“Most of those queried said 
the handwriting of the persons 
they had to work with was 
terrible, but in the next breath 
many would confess that they 
were equally ashamed of their 
own handwriting.” 
King said, “If xxxx King said 
xxx These notes are absolutely 
illegible.”

micro-seconds 
before.” 
The home console also could 
handle most of today’s per­ 
sonal, written communications 
Messages would be stored in its 
memory, waiting for “ you to 
press a playback key whenever 
you felt like it.” 
Many time-consuming tasks 
would

The 
housew ife could shop and 
handle financial transactions 


from home, and the business­ 
man could do the sam e from his 
home or office. 
“Of course, payments will not 
necessitate paper or money

m unications from financial 
institutions to retailers whose 
products are purchased." 
Gaynor said all electronic 
functions in a residence could 
be controlled w ith rem o te 
communications, like setting 
your oven from a neighbor’s 
house.

CBO estimated that training 
raises an individual’s earnings 
by $400 a year. Surprisingly, 
studies show that after a few 
years this gain disappears 
when those who received the 
training are compared with 
similar persons who didn’t.

Also scheduled is the con­ 
struction of a new substation, to 
be called the Zane Substation, 
at East Palestine.
